Mexleo nnd our Govermmont Policy,
From the Hervald.

We have given additional news about the
trial of Maximilian. Justice, rigid and im-
partisl justice, was not done to him. Mexioo
pas lost much in the mods of his trial, for
however well the nation was convinced of his
guilt, we are pstonished that the republio
ghould have so far forgotten itself as to have
placed him on trial before a lientenant-volonel
and several subordinate officers,  Justios
demanded & court-martial headed by a major-
genieral, with generals at the board. Lien-
tapant-Colonel Platon Hanohez, about thirty-
five yoars of age, was, however, ona of the

fow officers of the Mexican regular army, in
the Liveral servios, and received & fine sduoa-
fion at the military sohool in the ocity of
Mexico. His appointment to the presidency
of the court was made by Esoobede, whose
malignant, despotic, and nnprinoipla(i ohar-
soter eannot be too highly condemued; for ha
i the great blot upon the Liberal army. To
him {8 due much of the influenoe which was
brought to bear upon the Republican Govern-
ment fo confirm sentence passed upon the
prisoners.

Our advices also give na notice of the sne-
cess of the republic in restoring quiet to the
port of Tampico. In fact, the whola country
appears to be rapidly coming under the entire
control of the national republican party, if we
exospt & few Indians, under Lond:,! in Waest-
ern fsllaoo. who will soon be reduced to quiet.
Thus the Mexican people enter upon a new
era, and the world will now watch them with
an intense interest. The future policy of the
United States with reference to Mexioan affairs
is at length clearly emunciated in the final
parnfrl.ph of Mr. Seward's long-winded com-
munication about Santa Anna, Hesays “‘that
nation seems st last to have trinmphed over
all its internal and foreign enemies, and to
have reached & orisis when, if left alome, it
may be expected to restore tranguillity, and to
reorganize itself npon permanent foundations
of union, freedom, and republican governmant.
Only some great national injury, wrong, or
offense would justify this Government in sud-
denly assmming a hostile or even unfriandly
attitude towards the republic of Mexico,'” This
expreasion of opinion on the part of the Ad-
ministration is wise and timely. It will at
onoe quiet the filibustering spirit of the coun-

, and place the United States in that posi-
tion of dignity which she should assume with

reference %0 a neighboring republic whose
struggles against foreign invasion have besn
herofg. and whose future is so indissolably |
linked with our own. Henceforth, then, 1
Mexico is to have a chance to try the effact of |
her great ‘“laws of reform' and her hard
fought for and well-won Constitution of 1857.
Iognllul npon our own, We are anxions Lo see
its rigid enforcement throughout the land that
has made so many sacrifices to reach a liberty
for which they have been constantly f“pmg'
In her onward pace Mexico must, however,
step sside from the blood red line by which
we trace her in her modern history. No more
ghooting for political offenses—no more massa-
ores like that of Ban Jacinto. The age demands
new and loftier action: but mot on her part
alone. We cannot forget that, under the
ghadow of a civilization which France pre-
tended to confer, were  'mmitted, upon Maxi-
oan soil, soms of the - ost horrid slanghters
that stain the history . the times. In oon-
demning Mexico we equally condemn those
who, boasting & greater advancement, set her
such a bloody example. Itis time that this
inhuman cruelty that blots the history of ths
Latin race were laid aside, for they are entitled
to no olaim to civilization if they write the re- |
oord of their progress with blood. Mexico or |
Franoce, France or Mexico, is aqually culpable. \
There is much work before the Mexican
statesmen, and we may expect some local tur-
moil before the Liberal elements which have
for fifty years been hammering at retrograde
ideas settle into quist, 'We wish to give them
fair play, however; to assist them in the march
of peace; to aid them with our more practised
theories of self-government; to throw into their
country some of the cosmopolitan bone and |

Cost of Reconstruciion - A New lssue
Raised by the Prestdent,

From the Dimen,

In transmitting certain reports to Congress
on Monday, embodying [information called for |
respecling the work of reconstruction, the |
President pives expression to views which |
indicate an almost incomprehensible perver-
glon of the scope and effect of the policy
adopted by that body.

It seenus that the §600,000 appropriated for
the execution of the existing acts have been
expended, and that a fuarther sum of §1, 645,270
is required for present purposes. An inquiry
touching the amount that will probably be
nesded to fultil the ends of the law, the Presi-
dent declares his inability to answer specifl-
cally. He proceods, however, to present a
goriea of hypotheses, hm'i!ui' neither faet nor

robability to rest upon; and on this fonndation
Ea builds an argument which in effeot charges
the National Government with the whole coat
of civil administration in the ten exoluded
Btates.

The argument bas not even the merit of
being fngenious. It starls with the assumption

Looal
taxation will be relied upon to malotain Tooal
civil authority, and on the laller will still de-
volve the duly of upholdiog the State oredit.
The faot that this suthority is for the time
subordinate to the militury does not affect the
question. It will not be permitted to thwart
the purposes of the law or to hinder the pro-
gress of reconstruootion ; but otherwise it will
Operate a8 now.

Neither morally nor legally does Congress
make itéelf responsible for the support of the
Siate Governmen's or the preservation of the
State oredit; and any estimate based on the
contrary supposition is simply absurd.

For the President’s sake, we trust that the
expacted veto will rest upon a more acourats
and & more reasonable understanding of the
policy of Congress than that which pervadea
the measage of Mo «  That policy has
its fanlts and difficulties, we admit, butnothing
e now be gained by attempts to misrepre-
sent either ite design or its temdency. The
President will commit a very serious blunder
if he make his far-felohed fallacies the ground
of epposition to the action of Congress.

Ben Wade and Old Thad Stevens,

These two distinguished men seem to be in-
volved in some trouule with the newspuper
correspondents. The one has made the letter
of a correspondent of the Herald the text of a
gpeech in Congress, and the other has united
with his friends in trying to whittle down to
the little point of nothing oertaim statements
in a letter from a correspondent of the Times.

These dootrines ware asserted in other States;

IL mnever
Kreuned of argning; it cared only to silence,
to punish, and to kill. South Carolina’s treat-
ment of the Commissioner whom Massachu-
selts sent openly to Charleston to institute the
necedsary legal proceedings designed to ascer-
tain whether the colored oltizens of free States
had any rights under the Federal Constitution
which the slave Btates were bound to respect,
was & fair sample of the mannaer and spirit of
pro-slavery denlings with the awakening spirit
of freedom,

There was nothing in the temper of our side
—uibaolately nothing—like “‘a determination
to lear no argument; and ha¥e no compro-
wige.'! Wa deprecated war — we never
dreamed of fighting the South because ghe
choge to hold on to slavary. All that we asked
wae that she should not compel ns to aid her
in extending slavery over territories mot
already oursed with its presence; and that she
would not allow, Bhe made war upon us—
not because she was not allowed to extend
slavery if ahe could, but because she insisted
that we should be a congenting partner in that
iniguity. The Peace Conference of 1561 broke
up on that point, and no other.

a speech made by him at Lawrence, Kansas,
under the influence of the aleolric atmosphere

of the West, or under other equally inspiring

Mr. Bmith's report of the speech contained
substantially the same account as that of the
Times correspoundent, although less detailed
and full, Mr. Smith reported that Mr. Wade
“entered a protest against the present method
of dividing property between the laboring
man and the capitalists, saying that the terri-
ble evil must be remedied: The capitalist
destroyed both the mind and the health of the
laborers. They onght not to stand it, and he
thonght they would not.” According to the
editor of the paper in which this report ap-
peared, the reporter declares this to have been
exactly what Mr. Wade gsaid. HEven those
friends of Mr. Wade who,have been most soli-
vitous to explain away his speech, admit that
he advocated n more equitable division by law
of the avails and profits of labor. Now, the
only law which is legitimately concerned in
this matter is the law of trade, which is wholly
independent in its action of all the fine-apun
theories of radical reformers of whatever
school.

Countries for Sale.
From the Tribune,

The Princes of Europe, all of whom are over
head and ears in debt, have discovered a
means to raise money. In examining their
revenues they find some pieces of land which
they can do without, in case a reagonabls price
should be offered to them. The success of the
Emperor of Russia in disposing advantageously
of Russian America has bronght out a number
of other propositions. The King of Holland
had set nearly the whole of Europe on fire by
proposing to France the sale of Luxembourg,
in order, it is stated in some European papers,
to obtain some money for himself and for a
certain lady in Paris who had formerly been
on intimate terms with him. Being frus-
trated in this design by the vigilance and
the defiant attitude of Prussia, the King
pow fintends to put up some of the
American colonies of Holland at anction. The
Sultan of Turkey, finding not money enough
in the treasury to pay for his trip to the Ex-
hibition, has offered to Russia the sale of Jeru-
galem for twenty million plastres. In Ger-
many, the Prince of Waldeck finds that the
establishment of the North Gennan Confedera-
tion will eost his little .country more money
than it can afford to pay, and he consequently
has made the offer to Prussia to buy from him
the whole Principality. Should his proposi-
tion be accepted, it is believed that at least
half-a-dozen more of the little members of the
Confederation will hasten to make the same
proposition. Bweden is stated to be anxious
to gell the Island of St. Barthelemy, in the
West ludies, Thus a real mania of making
monay by sélling lands seems to spread among
the Princes. But thus far there are more sel-
lers than buyers.

uch annual ﬁuutunﬁons a8 often take place
from ome gide to the other counld not, in any
event, destroy the Democratic party, as the
temporary loss of a few thousand voters would
still lenve it & great and formidable organiza-
tion. But a gain of a few thousand voters
would give it control of States enough to make
it a ma?ority both in Congress and the Kleo-
toral Colleges. The Times confoses and mis-
leads itself by confounding the difficulty of
converting the whole Republican organization
to Democratio principles with the difficulty of
bringing over a few thousand voters who hang
on the outskirts of the Republican ],)Jartiy. It
is not the former achievement, but the latter,
that is essential to Demoeratic snccess. And
the vigorous radicalism of the great body of
the party is favorable to this result by its
tendenoy to repel moderate, reasonable mon.

In many of the States there are special
cauges and looal questions which tend to dis-
rupt and weaken the Hepublican party. Wae
will take our own State as an exampls, be-
cause we are better acquainted with its politi-
cal condition. A trausfer of less than seven
thousand votes from the Repablican to the
Democratio side wonld give the Demoorats the
victory. Fenton’s majority over Hoffman was
13,780, As every vote changed makes a dif-
ference of two in the result, gnlf this number,
or (805, are all that need to be won over to
insure the Demoorats the State. The rigorous
enforcement of the odious ligunor law will
alone change voles enough to wips out the
Republican majority. A nr%e portion of the
German population of the State, which has
heretofore voted the Republican ticket, will
desert in disgust the party which thus forbids,
under severe penalties, their habitual an
harmless indulgences. The enormous and
hideous = corruption of the Republican
Legislature last winter is another reason
why it will lose many votes among moderate
Esrtium who have not ceased to regard

onesty as a (}ualiliuutlun for office. Another
new source of party weakness is the course of
the Republicans on the negro suffrage (ues-
tion, hey dare not make a separate sob-
migsion of that guestion to the people, for
fear it would be voted down; and as forcing
negro suffrage upon the South has becoms the
chiel feature of their party policy, the vote of
New York against negro suiferage wounld show
that the party in this State had lost the con-
fidence of the voters, The fact that they dare
not gnbmit the naked question to the peopls
is & symptom of conscions weakness, It proves
that the Democratic party, se far from lying at
the point of dsath, has so much strength that
its opponents dars not risk a battle with it on
their own favorite ground.

Nor is it in New York alone that the Demo-
cratic party is behind bya very narrow margin.
In Pennsylvania, the next greatest State, the
Republican majority last fall was only 11,439,
It requires therefore only a vh.mqe of five or
fix thousand votes to recover Pennsylvania,
These two Btates, New York and Pennsylvania,
are entitled, together, to 59 Presidential
Electors; and taking 59 Electors away from the
Republicans and giving them to the Demoorats,
will make a difference of 118 in the strength
of the two parties in the Electoral Colleges.
When we consider how slight a change in the
popular vole is necessary to produce go great
A result, the pretense that the Demooratic
party is ‘“‘played ont’* sesms sufficlently
